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FOSTER CHILD 


In 1964, Jasper 
Composite High ‘eet 
cided to adopt a child through 
the Foster Parents Plan in 
Montreal. We were given 
Constantine Bastounis as 4 
foster son from Greece. 


Constantine was born 
on July 22, 1953. He now 
lives with his mother, his 
sister, Catherine (25), and 
his brother, Athanasois (2) ) 
in Athinia, a small village 
about ten miles from Corinth. 
No doubt the father worked 
too hard and overstrained his 
heart, for he died very sud- 
denly of a heart attack. His 
family, left without his care, has faced struggle and hardship. 


Fortunately, they own a small house and do not have to pay rent. 
This is made of sun-dried bricks and cement, and contains electricity 
and running water. They also own about 3% acres of fields planted 
with wheat, 34 of an acre of vinyard and 10 olive trees. The crop, 
the grapes and the trees give them a small monthly income. Catherine 
and Athanasios both work as field hands and so add something to the 
total income.
